Mrs.Shirley Mills, K.S.B.’s secondary supervisor and former 
coach, presided as the tournament’s president.Mrs. Cathy Johnson 
headed the K.S.B. committee which planned the necessary 
arrangements for managing such a tournament. Numerous staff 
members--representatives of all departments--contributed to the task 
of conducting. the tournament and caring for it’s participants during 
their stay on campus. It would be impossible to recognize each person 
for individual contributions, but the satisfaction of a job well done was 
glowing on campus for many days after the last bus had returned to 
it's home state. Special recognition does go to those who worked on 
the ceramic wrestlers and cheerleaders which were presented to each 
school. 

It is customary to dedicate this tournament to a person of the 
conference schools who has exhibited outstanding service to visually 
impaired students of the North Central schools. This year’s 
tournament was dedicated to Miss Joan Brunger from Michigan. She 
and her family attended the tournament, although Michigan was 
unable to bring a team this year. In presenting Miss Brunger with a 
plaque, Mr.Evans noted, ’’Her competence and dedication have 
earned her the love and respect of her colleagues through out the

Mrs. Alice Wilson works with two or three children in Mrs.Patty 
Baldwin’s room. She works from 9:00-2:00 five days a week. She is 
willing to help in any way that she can with the children. 

‘Mrs. Alice’’, as the children call her, says that she feels at home 
here because of the students and staff. She says that the staff is very 
nice to work with,and the children like her very much. 

\ Mrs. Alice has had other jobs, such as working in a nursing guild 
and as a maid. She also does church work and other volunteer work. 


Some of her hobbies are working with an Elk Lodge and often with 
children. She says this keeps her involved with people and helps her to 


learn more about society. Mrs. Alice first became involved with 
K.S.B. by going to a Seven Counties Services. They told her about the 
school, and since she wanted to work with children, they told her this 
was the place to be; and she has been here ever since. 

Mrs.Alice lives here in Louisville with her family. Mrs. Alice 
Wilson is one of the reasons that make our school great. 

We have a very fine gentleman who is working in Mrs. Jude 


McGruder’s room from 9:00-11:00 five days a week. His name is Mr. 
McHenry. 
Mr. McHenry has worked here for four months. He applied 
at the Seven Counties Services Foster Grand parent Program, and he 
was sent to K.S.B. 
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sent to K.S.B. 

He has worked at many other organizations and with many 
groups, such as Hazelwood Hospital,Cerebral Palsy Treatment Center, 
and the Big Brother Association. Mr. McHenry has been a volunteer 
for twenty years. He was born in Nashville, Tennessee, and now lives 
in Louisville. The rest of his family reside in Chicago. 

His hobbies are reading, writing, playing chess and singing. He 
also studied Italian, French, and Hebrew. 

Mr. McHenry says that he loves working here, that the staff is 
friendly and lovely to work with. He likes our school and says that he is 
amazed at how well students get around with very little or no sight at 
all. 

All the students who work with Mr.McHenry appreciate his time 
and patience. 

Mr. Edgar Schwarz is a volunteer who has been working here for 
eight months . He cleans and repairs the Braillewriters by cleaning 
each one every six months and repairing each as it needs it. 

Some of Mr. Schwarz’s hobbies are playing chess, listening to 
classical music, and helping his friends by fixing appliances in their 
homes. 

Mr. Schwarz does his work on the Braillewriters in Mr. 
McDowell’s room on the first floor of the Classroom Building. He 
works all day on Tuesday and Friday. 

some of his past jobs were being a mechanical engineer in Vienna, 
Austria,and working at a filter company here in Louisville. He and his 
family have lived here for 32 years. 

Mr. Schwarz decided to help the school when his sister went blind 
in 1968.He thought that fixing Braillewriters would be a good deed for 
the blind. We agree that a properly working Braillewriter does make 
writing easier! 

Mr. Alex Cummins has been a volunteer here for six months. 


His job is collecting absentee slips from classrooms and then returning 
the compiled absentee list to each teacher. Four years ago Mr. 
Cummins voluntarily worked in the deaf-blind class. He returned this 


year at Mrs. Enoch’s request. 
One of twin boys in a large family in Harlan, Kentucky, Mr. 


Cummins is proud that at one time, six generations of his family were 
living. He now has two sister and one brother living. Mr. Cummins 


was a cobbler in Harlan for five years. He, his wife, and two sons 
moved to Louisville in 1964, and he was an employee of Belknaps for 
nearly twenty years. Now retired, he is active in the Baptist Church of 
the Deaf where he serves as a deacon and is on the Executive Board of 
the Kentucky Baptist Conference for the Deaf. 

Mr. Cummins enjoys telling jokes and stories and making people 
happy. He loves all sports, and his favorite hobbies are fishing, 


baseball, and reading. He also does yardwork for acondominium. 
‘“People need to keep up the fine spirit,’’ comments Mr. Cummins. He 


feels K.S.B. is a fine school and has improved in the past few years; 
and, he notes that the teachers are really getting better at remembering 
their absentee slips !
